In considering this question 
we must realize, first, that if 
cocktail bars are established 
all people must have access to 
them—the tourist, the rich, 
the poor, the employer and the 
employee. All are entitled to 
the amenities of the nice, lush, 
softly lighted places where 
one can sit down and have a 
few

Will this lead to 
drinking? I have been in cock- 
tail bars and drinking places 
in a great part of the world 
and had the bars which 
were less alluring than their 
modern counterpart I say 
they do not temper 
ance.

For in places 
where cocktail bars operate, 
anyone can see that it is the 
cocktail or two in the public 
place which, undermining 
their judgment, encourages 
drinking and worse in bed- 
rooms and other places. 

The cocktail bar, which ap- 
pears so.innocent to inexperi- 
enced persons, is too often 
only the preliminary to heav- 
fer drinking and immorality, 
all too obvious in places which 
have thought to promote tem- 
perance by making liquor too 
‘attractive to those who do not 
realize the later consequences.
